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Fast-casual dining caters to Millennials, teens

Darren Tristano’s daughter had a definite pref- 
erence when it came to where she wanted to 
celebrate her i6th birthday: She wanted to go 
to Panera Bread, a favorite among her peers. 

“That’s when you know fast casual has ar- 
rived,” saidTfistano, executive vice president of 
Chicago-based food-research firmTechnomic, 
at a conference Friday in Chicago on the grow- 
ing popularity of restaurants that offer a casual 
environment mixed with fast service, such as 
Panera and Chipotle Mexican Grill. 

U.S. sales in the fast-casual segment are ex- 
pected to swell to $62 billion in 2019, up from 
$39 billion in 2014. Pushing that growth, 
Tristano said, are Millennials hungry for high- 
er quality foods at affordable price points, 
now at $9 to $13 per check. Behind them 
are teenagers, like his daughter, who prefer 
cheaper meals but are evolving into the next 
wave of fast-casual customers. 

As the industry grows, Tristano said, res- 
taurants are experimenting and expanding on 
their success. Chipotle, for example, partnered 
with two restaurateurs in Colorado to open 
Pizzeria Locale, a fast-casual restaurant with 
the assembly line concept customers seem to 


love. Denny’s launched a fast-casual restaurant 
called The Den that targets college students. 
And Panera is experimenting with having cus- 
tomers place their orders on computers. 

The new ideas seem to be working. In 2014, 
the segment grew to own 16 percent of the 
limited-service restaurant market, up from 
12 percent in 2009. By 2019, it’s expected to 
reach 21 percent. Because of that growth, 
Tristano said he expects that sales at quick 
service restaurants will not rebound, but 
rather will continue to decline as fast casual 
takes over. 

Fast-food chains still command a hefty 
presence, however. McDonald’s has about 
14,000 U.S. locations, compared with Chipo- 
tle, which has about 1,800 locations. 

A young player in the segment. Protein Bar, 
has grown to 20 locations, mostly in Chicago, 
but also in Washington, DC., and Colorado. 

Protein Bar founder Matt Matros cobbled 
together $600,000 in loans, savings and cred- 
it card debt to open his first store in 2009 in 
downtown Chicago. 

Matros, 36, said he was an overweight child 
who heard all the fat jokes in the book. His 
father died of a heart attack when Matros was 


II, which motivated him to lose weight in his 
early 20s. He went on a high-protein diet, los- 
ing 60 pounds in seven months. A few years 
later, after earning a master’s degree in busi- 
ness administration, he landed a job in Chi- 
cago selling cheese for Kraft, he said. 

He quit his job in 2009 to sell juices, but 
within seven months he realized he needed 
food in his menu to keep the doors open. So 
he started selling high-protein meals, made 
with ingredients such as quinoa, organic tofu 
and black beans. Two months later, he started 
making a profit. In the summer of 2010, he 
partnered with a customer to open a second 
location. And in 2013, he got money from a 
private equity firm to further grow his busi- 
ness. He now has 65 investors, 550 employees 
and more than 10,000 daily customers. 

Matros said his customers, who are be- 
tween 25 and 40 years old, care about healthy 
foods, which makes Whole Foods one of his 
biggest competitors. 

To compete, he said, he focuses on the 
customer experience, which makes engaged 
employees key to his success. To keep them 
happy he said, he offers small raises every few 
months. In Chicago, he said his employees

Louis CK. on ‘SNL’ 
was offensive, himself 


If you’re just now 
perusing your DVR 
to watch Louis C.K. 
host “Saturday Night 
Live,” you’re about to 
endure a true stand- 
up monologue from a 
comedian who is best 
known for pushing 
the envelope with his 
comedy and on his 
FX show “Louie.” 

In this mono- 
logue — the final one 
of the show’s 40th season— C.K. again pushed 
the envelope, and Twitter blew up at him. 

He talked about how he has “mild racism” 
because he grew up in the ’70s, then touched 
on relations in Israel and Palestine, and 
finally ended with child molestation. 

“There is no worse life available to a human 
than being a caught child molester, and yet 
they still do it,” C.K. said in his monologue 
Saturday night. “Which from you can only 
really surmise that it must be really good.” 

The shock and awe in the audience was 
instantly audible with a bunch of “Oohhhhs” 
and uncomfortable laughter filling the room. 
C.K. immediately recoiled by clarifying, 
“From their point of view; not ours. From 
their point of view, it must be amazing. For 
them to risk so much ...” 

The audience— and the house band 
members behind C.K.— nervously chuckled 
as they slowly processed what he was saying. 
C.K. then said through a huge grin, “How do 
you think I feel? It’s my last show, probably” 

Will it be? We won’t know until he’s in- 
vited back, but to me, two things are certain: 


1. C.K. only did what he is best known for 
doing, which is pushing the boundaries and 
talking about uncomfortable topics that make 
people feel— guess what? Uncomfortable. I’m 
sure to many non-Louis C.K. fans, his mono- 
logue was jarring and offensive, but he was 
only doing what his fans have come to expect 
from him. That’s his schtick, and his fame has 
only grown because of it. When he came to 
Chicago this year, he had to add a third show 
to his Chicago Theater performances because 
the first two sold out so quickly 

And for those unfamiliar with his TV show, 
this type of offensive humor is expected. In 
Season 4, fellow stand-up comedian and over- 
weight actress Sarah Baker, goes on a seven- 
minute rant episode about dating a fat girl. 

“What do you think’s gonna happen?” 
she asks C.K.’s character. “Tbu think your 
Ibleepl’s gonna fall off if you hold hands with 
a fat girl?” 

It’s Baker speaking, yes, but writer and 
producer C.K.’s vision shapes each episode. 
He asks the audience to think more deeply 
about topics that sometimes make us squirm. 
When I watch “Louie,” my jaw often drops, 
I’m usually a little offended or uncomfort- 
able, and after every single episode, I find 
myself saying, “God, that was a WEIRD 
one.” And yet, I keep coming back. I’m not 
alone. For every “offended” tweet about 
C.K.’s “SNL’ monologue, there seems to be 
an equally C.K.-supportive tweet. 

2. C.K. was asked to be on the final episode 
of the show’s 40th season because “SNL’ 
creator and producer Lome Michaels wanted 
it to be talked about long after it aired. Looks 
like he was successful in that.

Most searched job? *Data scientist’

As the unemployment rate falls, the la- 
bor market tightens and employers find 
themselves in a war for talent among in- 
creasingly choosy employees, just what 
kind of jobs are people seeking? 

In Chicago, searches for “data scien- 
tist” positions grew fastest last year, up 
82 percent from the year before, followed 
by “human resources director,” “market 
research,” “network engineer” and “occu- 
pational therapist,” according to a study 
published recently by job board Indeed, 
com, which posts 16 million new jobs 
monthly 

The local demand for specialized and 
technical jobs follows national trends. 
Nationally, searches for “digital market- 
ing” positions grew fastest, up 30 percent 
last year over 2013, followed by “health- 
care administration,” “java developer,” 
“web developer” and “athletic trainer.” 


Tara Sinclair, chief economist at 
lndeed.com and author of the report, 
said it was gratifying to see digital mar- 
keting as the top grower, as it suggests job 
seekers are embracing how technology is 
transforming fields. 

But there are some sharp mismatches 
between what people wish to do and what 
positions are available. 

The supply of jobs categorized as 
“healthcare practitioners and techni- 
cal” is more than double the demand for 
them, the study found. There also are far 
more postings for “computer and math- 
ematical” and “transportation and mate- 
rial moving” jobs than there are people 
searching for those positions. 

On the other hand, almost three times 
as many candidates are seeking jobs in 
“office and administrative support” than 
there are jobs available. 

The mismatch will likely get worse as 


Chicago job seekers do seem to have 
an outsized interest in lower-level 
health care jobs. 

In an analysis of certain regions 
Indeed found that the interest in certi- 
fied nursing assistant was dispropor- 
tionately higher in Chicago than in 
other parts of the country. 

Certified nursing assistants, which 
require a high school diploma and a 
state certification, earned a median 
annual salary of $24,420 in 2012, 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

job seekers, increasingly in control as the 
economy improves, hold out for what 
they really want to do, Sinclair said. 

Another notable trend in last year’s job 
searches was greater interest in flexible 
work options, with more people search- 
ing for terms such as “part-time,” “work 
from home” and “remote.” 


Tsarnaev’s wait on death 
row likely to be a long one 

BOSTON At 21, Dzhokhar Tsarnaev is about to become 
the youngest, most notorious inmate on federal death 
row. 

After convicting the Russian immigrant last month 
in the 2013 Boston Marathon bombings, a jury on 
Friday voted to sentence him to death for his role in 
the worst terrorist attack on U.S. soil since Sept. 11. 

When Tsarnaev is formally sentenced this summer, 
it may be the last time he is seen in public, but the le- 
gal battle over his case is certain to drag on for years 
before any execution is carried out. 

For now he remains in the custody of U.S. marshals 
in Boston. After sentencing, he will be turned over to 
the U.S. Bureau of Prisons and eventually deposited at 
the death house in Terre Haute, Ind. 

From there, over the next 10 years or more, his de- 
fense team will wage the final fight for his life.

Fan wants Caray to *hosf stretch again

But the Cubs have no plan 
to ditch guest conductors

Chris Jorgensen remembers the exact mo- 
ment he knew the Cubs needed to do some- 
thing about their seventh-inning stretch 
guest conductor program. 

“It was the guys from the ‘Book of Mor- 
mon’ who just got up there and kind of like 
screamed and squealed the song,” said Jor- 
gensen, a former Cubs season ticket holder. 
“It’s just like, this isn’t about the fans. This is 
about those two guys; it’s an inside joke.” 

So the 42-year-old Evanston resident de- 
cided to take action. 

Jorgensen created a petition on change.org 
to have the Cubs instead play a video of Harry 
Caray singing “Take Me Out to the Ballgame” 
during the seventh-inning stretch instead of 
having a guest singer. 

The Cubs have had guest conductors lead 
the stretch at Wrigley since Caray died in 
1998. 

Jorgensen, also known as ChicagoNow 
blogger WilcoMeThat, would like to see the 
Cubs adopt his suggested change on at least 
a part-time basis, rather than have someone 
who has no ties to the Cubs. 

“I don’t want to completely do away with 
the guest conductors,” he said. “There’s a way 
that you can balance this that would work out 
well. You could do Harry Caray on the nights 
that it’s not somebody who’s connected to the 
Cubs or a Cubs broadcaster.” 

The “Book of Mormon” actors weren’t the 
first guest conductors at Wrigley to have 
rubbed fans the wrong way Among the low- 
lights were the performances of Ozzy Os- 
bourne, Jeff Gordon, Denise Richards and 
Mike Ditka. But Jorgensen’s issue with the 
program isn’t necessarily about the poor qual- 
ity of singing, but rather to him, it feels like 
the stretch is more about people trying to sell 
something rather than getting the fans excited. 

“To me, it’s a completely ego-focused sort 
of marketing thing,” he said. “It’s so discon- 
nected from the fans.” 

Jorgensen’s petition has more than 5,000 
signatures, and he plans on taking it to the 
Cubs eventually The thing is, the Cubs don’t 
seem all that interested in listening. 

“We live in a great country where people 
can voice their opinions,” Cubs spokesman 
Julian Green told RedEye. “The seventh- 
inning stretch guest conductor still ranks as 
one of our highest fan favorite activities in 


the ballpark.” 

Green said despite the general unpredict- 
ability of the singing quality the team gets 
from guest conductors, it’s that unpredict- 
ability that continues to make the stretch a 
must-see for Cubs fans. 

“{Eans] love to see the variety and you never 


know who might be coming into the ball- 
park,” he said. “We don’t have any plans of 
changing that because fans have told us this is 
what they like and we’ll plan to continue that 
tradition with the guest conductors.”

York, a family and a man. If they had to boil it down, many would make an argument 
for that last one— “Mad Men” is a show about one man. Specifically, it’s about Don 
Draper (Jon Hamm) and his descent from the glory of the ’50s to the decay of the ’70s. 

But just as much as it is about Don, “Mad Men” is also about Peggy Olson (Elisabeth Moss). 
The first episode of the series is her first day on the job, and from that starting point, the seven 
seasons have tracked her journey Don’s story has been a slippery slope of decline; Peggy’s has 
been an arc. No other character has seen the same level of transformation. 

So think of this look back as a nightcap— one final toast to the true hero of “Mad Men,” our 
girl, Peggy Olson, lauren chval is a redeye special contributor.
